Herbage. Upon which Diomns the Prieft, 
mov'd with Zeal at the Repured Sacrilege, 
and ſnatching a Sword fron one of thoſe that 
were preſent, kill'd the B=//: But, when his 
Paſſion was over, and he confidered, what 
a heinous Crime he had committed; fearing 
alſo the Rage of the People, he perſuaded 
them, That a God had appeard to him, and 
commanded him to Offer that Bu! in S$4- 
crifice, by Burning his Fleſh with Fire on the 
Altar, as an Atonement for his devouring 
the Conſecrated Fruits. The Devout Multi- 
tude, acquieſc?d to the Words ot their Prieff, 
as to an Oracle, And, the Bull being flea'd 
and Fire laid 'on the Altar, they all aflifted at 
the New Sacffice. From which Time, the 
Cuſtom was Yearly obſerv'd among the Athe- 
nians, to Sacrifice a Bull. And by them, this 
Method of Religions Cruelty, was taught not 
only to all Greece, but to the Reſt of the 
World. In proceſs of Time, a certain Prieff, 
in the Midſt of his Bloody Sacrifice, taki 
up a Piece of the Broiled Fleſh which 
falln from the A/tar on the Ground, and 
burning his Fingers therewith, ſuddainly clapt

And, 
to imprint in their Diſciples, a Tenderneſs 
and Friendſhip toward the Beaſts, they cal- 
led them, according to their different Stati- 
ons, either Lyons, Hyzna's, Crows, ES, 
Hawks, &c. And, their Garments were Pain- 
ted all over, with the Various Figmres of 
_— Animals ; 
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Animals; thereby infinuating, the Dottrine 
of the Soul's Tranſmigration ; and inculcating © 
this IHftery, That the Spirit of Man, enters 
ſucceſſively into all Sorts of Bodies : Which, 
thou knoweſt, is not remote from the Faith 
of Trae Believers. 4 
It would not be amiſs, as a Teſtimony of 
the Practice of the Ancients, to infert a Memos ; 
rable Aadreſs, which the Reformed Prieſts of 7 
Crete, were wont to make before the Altar of 7 
— * O Divine Governour of the Hun! 
* dared Cities, wehave led a Holy Lite, from ' 
© the Time that we were Initiated in thy 
* Apfteries, and forſook the Notturnal Rites, 
and Bloody Feaſts of Bacchus: We are now 
*<Purified, and Clothe our ſelves in White 
*Veſtments, the Emblems of our Innocence 
* We ſhun the Society of Polluted Mortals ;" 
*neither approach we to the Sepalchres 
*of the Dead, nor Taſte of the. Fleſh of 
Jy Thing, which has been endued with: 
« Life. 
Such alſo was of Old, and to this Day is, 
the Ab/tinence of the Indians ; among whomy 
the Brachmans perform the Office of Prieſt 
hood.

Embarking himſelf, unknown to his Parents, 
in a Veſſel of Podolia, which then was read 
to ſet fail from Bala-Clag. He carry'd wit 
him a ſmall Sum of Money, which he had 

loyn'd from his Father, and fervd as a 

und of his future Fortune : For, arriving at 
a certain Town in Podelia, he frequented the 
Keys, and offer'd his Service to ſeveral er. 
chants; one of which, obſerving in his Face 
the Marks of a Promiſing Genizs, entertain'd 
him in his Houſe, He liv'd with him Seven 
Years, and perform'd his Office fo weil, that 
he made kim his Fafor to Conſt antinople. 


D.4 Pachicour 
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Pachicovr diſcharg'd his' Truſt there, with 
much Prefit ro his Maſter, and Honowr to 
himſelf. Sorthat at his Return, ſeveral /Aer- 
chants entruſted him with their Goods ; and 
{ent him to trade at Caffa, and other Towns 
on the Black Sea. His Judgment and Repu- 
tation encreafing with his Years, he became 
in Time Famous 1n all the Trading Towrs, 
And, ſuch was his Credit in the Vkrazy, that 
all the Merchants put their Veſlels and Goods 
into his Hands : - So that hefail'd many Times 
with a Fleet of Twenty Ships, having the Dif- 
poſal of all the Goads, committed to his Ma- 
nagement- He grew ſo Rich in Time by his 
Dealings, that he was able to drive a Conſi- 
derable Trade for himſelf. And then it was, 
he began to lay the Foundation of a Deſign, 
which he has fance executed. His Genizs was 
too Attive, always to be confin'd to this (low 
Way of growing Great : Therefore he was 
reſolv'd at one Blow, to raiſe his Fortune to 
the Pitch heaim'd at» He was the only Bro- 
ker, Banquier and Merchant, where-ever he 
came, 

-It was no difficule Thing for a Man of ſo 
vaſt a Credit, toraiſean extraordinary Stock ; 
and Pachicour could eafily filence the Alarms 
of Conſcience, There happen'd alſo a Jun- 
Cture , very proper for his Deſign. For, 
while he wasat gan, a Port of Circaſſia,Day 
and Night proje 
War broke our between his Conntrymen and 
the Mingrelians. The Latter appear'd with 


a Navy at Sea, which alarm'd all the fars-

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time Parts of Circaſſia. Packicour whole In- 
vention was always bulie, took a Hint from 
this, to accompliſh his Pldt- : Expedition 
was his chiefeſt Game- Therefore he ſpeedily 
made the utmoſt Uſe of his Credit, among the 
Podolian Merchants, and other Foreigners re- 
fiding at za. And, when he had amaſs'd 
together prodigious Sums of Gold, for which 
he only gave them Bills of Exchange, he pri- 
vately ſends away this huge Treaſure, with all 
his ſewels,T ifſues,and other Rich Merchandale, 
to. his Fathers Houſe, who livd not .many 
Leagues from this Town» 

Within Two Days after this, the Ifngre- 
lian Fleet made a Deſcent at Ig2ow, ack'd it, 
carry'd away Two Thouſand Captives, and 
went to their Veſſels again.

Somereflect on it, as 
a Judgment J»ſtly inflicted by God,though by 
an Vnjuſt AR oft Men, on one who had been 
a Notorious Promoter of his Soverezgn's Death» 
Others cenſure it, as a moſt Impious Sacri/ege, 
in Regard the Perſons of Embaſſadors, are by 
the Law of Nations, eſteem'd Sacred and In- 
violable; and, the Injuries which they ſuf- 
ter, are interpreted, not only as done to their 
Aaſters whoſend them, but to all Mankind. : 
As it Human Natere itſelf were wrong'd, in 
the Perſons of Publick Miniſters.

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' Cardial rerly'd in a Kind of Modeſty, not 
wholly void of Choler and Diſdain ; Sir, Tou 
have not only oblig d me tothat Height, but have 
done the Kingdom /6 conſider able' a ſervice in 
this Aftion, That I fear, neither their Maje- ' 
ſties nor my ſelf, ſhall be ever in a State, to 
make you anſwerable Compenſation.

Conſtant and Setled, but ths Heavens an 
Stars. They indeed perſevere in their bmw- 
table Courſes, never change their Orbs, nor 
ſtart from their Eternal Poſts. The Sar rites 
and fets at his accuſtom'd Hours, and the 
Moon exactly obſerves the determin'd Periods 
of her Encreaſe and Wane: Theſe vary on- 
ly, as the- Seaſons of the Tear, with Exqui- 
I 4 ſite 
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fite Regularity, and Conſtant Returns 

Bur here be/ow, there is an Univerſal Tran. 
migration and AMetempſychoſis of States, and 
Forms of Things: A Perperual Flux and Re- , 
flux of Human Events: Men die hourly, and 
others are hourly born to ſupply their Places 
One Age treads cloſe upon the Heels of ano- 
ther. And we who live at preſent, as we walk 


4n the Steps of our Fathers, fo ſhall we follow

The Death of the Old _ (the News 
of which is lately arriv'd at this Cort) does 
but revive and encreaſe my Apprehenſon, of 
Greater Tragedies to come : Becauſe one ACt 
of Cruelty, till propagates another. Re- 
venge is Prolifick, and Miſchief is never at a 
Stand. *Tis true indeed, as it 1s not decent 
to inſult o'er the A/bes of 1ilsſtrions Perſons ; 
ſo neither has'a Loyal A4uſſulman, any great 
Reaſon ro mourn for the Fall of a Woman, 
by whoſe Connivance her Ro9a/ Son, and our 
late Great Maſter, Saltan Ibrahim, fell a Sa- 
crifice to the Mufti's Indignation.

her Death, with the Conſent of that very 
Aeufii, at whoſe Inftigation ſhe had contented 
to the Murder of his Father. 

Yet after all, may not ſhe have lefr behind 
her a Party in the Seragiio, or at leaſt in the 
State, who will ſtudy to revenge her Fall; 
or, however, do ſome Miſchief to prevent their 
own? Let me not ſeem ro contradict m 
own Arguments ; and whilſt 'I plead again 
Revenge and Cruelty, appear an Aavocate 
for thoſe Inhuman Paſſhons. I do not men- 
tion the ſurviving Creatzres of this Unhappy 
DBwxeen, to excite in thee, falſe Sentiments of 
| rage ſuſpicious Chimera's ofa poſſible Con- 

racy, and fo ſtimulate thee to punuth them 
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by Anticipation, for Crimes of which per- 
haps they never will be Guilty. I rather tug- 
gelt theſe Things, that after ſo many Trage- 
dies in the Royal Family, a Stop may be now 
put to future Miſchiefs; leſt, whilit Men pur- 
ſue a particular and (elf-Intereſs'd Revenge,

Let it ſuffice, that no leſs than Three of our 
Srltays, have been Deposd and. Strangl'd 
within theſe Thirty Years: Not to mention 
the Deluge of Royal Blood, that has over- 
flow'd the Private Chambers of the Seraglio, 
the Priſons of the Ottoman Princes Brothers, 
or Sons to the Emperonrs formerly Reignings 

Thele were Barbarous Cures of untimely Jea- 
loufies; and it is Pity that ſuch Royal Maſla- 
cres, ſhcu'd ever be repeated again. Why 
ſhowd the Poſterity of Ottoman, be in this 
Regard the only Unfortunate Princes - on 
Earth? Were it not much more Noble, and 
equally Wiſe, to take the Meaſures of eA&th+- 
optax Policy, where, to prevent Sedition and 
Diſcords about Scceſſion, the Princes of the 
Blood are confin'd indeed, but to a very Plea- 
ling Liberty : Whilſt ehey have Palaces, Parks, 
and- large Fields at Command; are ſervd 
by a Princely Train, and deny d no Lawful 
Pleaſures, within the Pale of their Reſtraint : 
For there is an exceeding high Mountain in 
the Country, the Topof which is very Spacious, 
containing large Tradts of Ground, many beau- 
titul.

no Man can go in or out, who has not the 
Emperor's Warrant, or at leaſt a Permitſion 
from the Prime /inijter of State : For he, 
upon the Death of the Emperor, immediate- 
ly calls a Concil of the Supreme Officers, who 
from among theſe Impriton'd Princes, chuſe 
him whom they thinx moſt worthy to ſuc- 
ceed. The relt, who never felt rhe Appetite 
to Rezgn (tor they are carry d to this Placein 
their Infancy, and kept in perpetual Igno- 
rance of State- Affairs) pals away their Time 
without Envy, or repining at the Exaltation 
of their Brother, Addicting chemſelves whol- 
ly to the Innocent Delights of rhat Rural Lite, 
or to the Study of Books, whereof they have 
great Plenty in-their Libraries, and thoſe al- 
together treating of Matters of Divine or Na- 
tural Speculation.

Conſervation and Defence of Chriſtendom, 
|- from the /mpetnons Torrents of our Invincible 
Armies- | 
The Eleftor of Brandenburgh, isenter'd'in- 
' tothe. Dmutchy of Moms with conſiderable 
Forces, pretending to adjuſt, 1 know not 
what Differences, between thoſe whom they 
| call Catholicks and Proteſt ants. 
'Twould be too tedious tor a Letter, torun 
back to the Fir/t Original of this _ 
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and trace it down from above a Hundred 
Years ago tothe -preſent Time. Belides, tis 
of no Import to a {v{[#/man, to hear a-lon 
Story of the Marriages, Deaths, Heirs, an 
Law-Diſputes of theſe Petty Infidel- Princes, 
Yet, that thou may'ſt know ſomething. of it, 
I will relate the whole Buſineſs as briefly as 
F can. 

In the Year 1546- William Dake of 
Mons, Fuliers and Cleves, marry d Mary the 
Daughter of Ferdinand I. Emperonr of 
Germany, and by this Match obtain'd of the 
Emperour (whom they call. Cz/ar, as the 
did the Ancient Emperoxrs of Rome, whole 
Succeſſor he pretends to be) ſorne Privileges, ' 
touching the Sxcce//ion of his Children, and 
their- Right to his Dominions; and particular- 
ly, that this vaſt Z/tate ſhould nor be Divided, 
but reſt in the entire Poſſeflion of One Heir- 
ale, or in Default of that, it ſhould de- 
ſcend to the next Female, which, as I. am 
told, is a Cuſtom in Germany; that. ſo the 
Grandezza and. Authority of Princely Fa- 
milies, may be ſupported. 

I will not trouble thee with the particu» 
lars, which would rake up a Yo/ame. Bur in 
ſhort, it appears, that notwithſtanding. all 
the ftrict Provifon that was, or could” be 
made; this great E/#ate, after it had remain d 
Sixty Years United, was at Length Div 
ded, between Two Prixces, both claiming 
an Equal Right- to the ile; Yet to pre- 
vent. Wars, and Effuſion of Blood,. each 
was contented with Hf, . Theſe. were Yf- 
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gang, Duke of Newburgh; and Erneſt, Mar. 
gueſs of Brandenburgh. In whoſe Families, 
the Parted Swcce//ion has continued to this 


Day. 

The Occaſion of the preſent Qyarrel, is 
their Difference of Religion; the Duke of 
Newburgh being a Catholick, and he of Bran- 
denburgh a Proteſtant. It (cxems, the Branden- 
burghers had formerly made Inrodes on thoſe 
of Mons and Fuliers, carrying away Cap- 
tive their Prieſts and Derviſes from- their 
Altars and Convents, and detaining them in 
Servitude, for many Years, contrary to cer- 
tain Articles that had been drawn up be- 
tween 'eme They alſo uſed them with great 
Cruelty, and committed a Thouſand Infolen- 
ces on the Roman Imanums, where-ever they 
got 'emin their Power. 

Thus their Afﬀairs continu'd, tilt . the late 
Agreement at AMrnſter. Since: which Time; 
the Dake of Newburgh endeavoured to tree 
his S»bjects from their former Calamities, and' 
reſtore things to their Ancient State. * 

The Elettor of Brandenvurgh, making this 
an Occation of War, has now invaded the 
Dominions of the ſaid Dake, He is not __ 
in Perſon, bur has ſent a good Souldier, whom 
they. call: Orho Sparr, with: Four Thouſand 
Men to begin the-Campaign ;: who, 'tis ſaid, 
will be follow'd by a greater Army. 

But before he took the Field, the Elettor 
of Brandenbargh had an Interview and*Con- 
ference witly the Dake of Saxony about this 
Aﬀair,, who, is alſo a Proteſtant :. So that: *tis: 
oF thought, 
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thought, no ſmall Diſturbance will ariſe in 
the Empire. All Joy and Peace to True Be. 
hevers ! 

He of Brandenbargh, has caus'd a Decla- 
ration to - be ſpread abroad full of Specious 
Pretences, that ſo his Conqueſts may be the 
more eaſjie. He talks of nothing, but reſto- 
ring the People of FJuliers and ons to their 
Ancient Liberties and Rights, both in Cizil 
and Rel/:zgious Matters; promiſing the faireſt 
Things in the World, to thoſe that obey him, 
and receive his Armies with Friendſhip: On the 
other ſide, threatning to treat thoſe who refit 
him, with the utmoſt Severity that is due to 
Traytors and Rebels. And all this, for the Sake 
of Two or Three Infigniticant Ceremonies 
and Opinions, wherein they differ ; mere 
Trifles, Litteral Whimſfies, the Sport of their 
Deotkors, the Spawn of wanton and Luxuri- 
ant Brains For, no greater was the Original 
Difference between the Lxtherans, and thoſe 
of the Roman Church. Ore will be favd b 
the Strength of his Phancy, which he 
Faith, without doing any Good Work toward 
it : The Other toils all his Life- Time to me- 
rit Heaves, and thinks he can never do enough 
to obtain his End.

reat Fires: and it is not impollible, that

I do not relate this for Truth, but only to 
divert thee, in repreſenting the different O- 
pinions of Men.

In this alone he is Dogmatical, al- 
lowing a Lawful Scepticiſm, in all the Un» 
certain Deduftions which may be drawn from 
If, 

Pardon me, Oracwlons Sage, if I expole be- 
fore thee my Infirmities- I am Naturally di- 
firuſttul of all Things- This Temper puts 
- me upon Perpetual T — And that very 

AR convinces me, of the Trath of my Being, 
according to the Method of this Philoſopher, 
" But Phat I am, I know not- Sometimes I 
Phanſie my ſelf, no more than a Dream or 
1dea of all thoſe other Things, . which Men 
commonly believe do Really Exiſt: A mere 
Imagination of Poſſibilities. And, that all 
which we call the World, is but One Grand 
Chimara, or Nothing in Maſquerade. 

At other Times, when theſe wild Thoughts 
are vaniſhed, and my Spirits tired in the Pur- 
ſuit of ſuch Abſtratted Whimfies begin to 
flag, and that my Lower Senſe awak'd by 
ſome preſent Pain or Pleaſure, rouzes m 
ſleeping Appetites : when I am touch'd with 
Hunger, Thirſt, or Cold, or Heat, and find 
experimentally, I am Something that cannot 
be a mere Thought or Dream, but of a Com- 
politicn which ſtands in Need of Meat, Drink, 
Garments, and other Neceflaries : Then, ra- 


ther than fret my (elf with, Vain and Endleſs 
dcrutinies, 
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Scrutinies, I tamely conclude, I am that 
which - they call a an, I lay the Sceptich a- 
fide, and without any farther Scruples or , 
Doubts, fall roundly to eating, drinking, or ' 
any other Refreſhments my. Nature craves: 
for. | 

But no ſooner have I taſted theſe Delights, 
when my Old Diftemper returns again. 1 
then conſider my ſelf as a Bering, capable of 
Happineſs or Miſery in ſome Degree, as 1 
ſhall poſſeſs or Want thoſe very - Delights 
I juſt "before enjoyed. This is a ſuffictene 
Damp to a Thinking Man, when he knows, 
that he ſtands-in Need of any Thing our of 
himſelf. Bur 'tis far greater, when he will 
take the Pains to number all the Train of his 
Particular Neceſlities, which he is not ſure 
he ſhall always be able toſUpply. 

This makes me ——_—_ conclude, That 
as I am indebted to:Qther Creatures for my 
ſenſible Happineſs,'ſo I owe my very Being 
toSomething beſide my felf. I examine my 
Original, and find I am born of Men and Wo- 
men, who were in the fame Indigent Cir- 
cumſtances as my- felf;- And: that it. is not 
only ſo with my Particular Family, but with 
all Mankind ; our whole Human Race, beinz 
born' Natiral /Aerdicants from the Womb. 
As ſoonds we breath the Vital' Air, we: Cry ; 
and with thoſe articulate Prayers, beg tor 
Help: and! Prote&tion from others, withouc 
whole generous Aid we could not fubfiſt a 
Moment : So poor and begearly a Thing is 
Mari, ffrom his Birth. Thus is the Condition 
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of all : Neither is a Xing any more exempt- 


from this Common Charatter of Mortals, than 
the $/ave who ſweeps the Streets. 

If I could have reſted in this Thought, 1 
ſhould have been happy : For it would have 
had this Influence on me, either to con- 
vince me, that I ought to be content with 
the Condition to which I was born, or to rid 
my "g out of ſo deſpicable a State by 
Death- 


But alas, one Thought produces another: } 


And from the Contemplation of our preſent 
Miſery in this Zzfe, IT fall to thinking what 
will become of us after Death. For, as we 
know not What, or Where we were before we 
came into this World ; fo there is no Human 
Certainty, Whither we ſhall go, or in What 
Condition we ſhall Be, when we leave it : And 
therefore, it would be an unpardonable Mad- 
neſs, to throw my felf headlong into a State 
of which I have no Account : And, to avoid 
the Little Miſeries of this Life, -which muſt 
have an End one Time or other, caſt my 
ſelf down a Precipice (for ought I know) of 
Intolerable Torments, which has no Bu 
rom. 

I hear the Philoſophers talk of Immortal:

for,. if we come to Fath, the Caſe is altered" 
Think not, I beſeech thee, that I call in 
Queſtion the Sacred Oracles, the Revelations 
of the /ent of God. But I only acquaint thee 
how my Natural Reaſon hatters me with 
Doubts. 
| I ſee Men every where prefeſſing ſome Reli- 
gion or other; paying Divine Honoxrs toſome 
Swperiour Being, or Beings, according as they 
have been Educated: Which many Times 
tempts meto think, that Re/:g:0n 1s Nothing 
but the Effett of Education. 

Then I wonder, how Men when they 
come to Years of Diſcretion, and their Rea- 
ſon is able to Diſtinguiſh between Things 
probable, and mere Romances, can (till retain 
the Errors of their I»fancy. 'Tis Natural for 
Children, to be wheadled or aw'd into a Ze- 
lief of what their Parents, Nurſes, or Tutors 
teach them. But when they come of Age, 
they ſoon retify their miſled Underſtandings, 
in all Things, fave the Aﬀairs of Religion. 
In this they are Children (till, tenacious of 
the Sacred Fables of their Prieſts, and Obſti- 
nate in maintaining them, ſometimes even to 
Death. 

It puzzles me to find out the Cauſe of ſo 
ſtrange an Effect, That Men otherwiſe endu'd 
with Mature Judgments, and an extraordina- 
ry Sagacity in all Things elſe, ſhould yer be 
Fools in Matters of Religion, and believe 
Things Inconſiſtent with the Common Sence 
and. Reaſon of Mankind.

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I could never give Credit to the Fitories 
of the Ancient Pagans, which acquaint us 
with the devout Adoration they paid to the 
Creatures of the Painter or Carver, did not 


I ſee the ſame practiſed among the Chr:/#:ans : 


Or, that thoſe #i/e Men of Old. cou'd ſwal- 
low the Forgeries of their Pr:eſtz concerning 
their Goa: and Goageſſes, were I not an ,Eye- 
Witneſs, how bigotted the Modern Nazarenes 
are to the Legends of their Saints, and the 
Jews to thoſe more Ridiculous Figments of 
the Talmud. 

It perplexes me, to ſee avkird generall 
labouring under ſo great a Darkneſs, not fo 
much the Effe&t of Jenmorance, as of Super- 
ftrtion:: To behold Men well versd in Sc- 
ences, and all kinds of Hamane Learning; yet 
Zealous Afſertors of manifeſt Contradictions 
in Matters of Divinity, rather than oppoſe; 
or ſo much as examine the 77aaitions-of their 
Fathers. 

When I behold Adankind divided into fo 
many innumerable Different Religions in the 
World, all vigorouſly propagating, their own 
Tenets, either by Subtilty or Violence, yet 
few or none ſeeming by their PraQtice to be- 
lieve what they with ſo much Ardour pro- 
fels; I could almoſt think, that theſe various 
Ways of Worſhip, were hrit invented by Po- 
liticians ; each accommodating his Aoael. to 
the Inclinations of the People whom he de- 
ſign'd to Circumvent. 

Bui when on the other fide I conſider, there 
appears ſomething ſo Nataral and —_— 
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wiidin the Furious Zeal, and Vnconquera- 
We Obſtinacy of the Greate/# Part; I am 
as ready to Join with Cardan, and conclude, 
That all this Variety of Religions, depends 
on the Different I»fluence of the Stars. This 
was a famous Philoſopher in Exrope; and held, 
That the Religion of the Jews, ow'd its O- 
riginal to the Force of Satwrn, that of the 
Chriſtians to Fapiter, and Ours to Mars. As 
for the: Pagans, he afligns to them many Con- 
ftellations and Aſpetts. 

Thus there is ſo equal an Appearance of 
Truth and Falſhood in Every Relzgion, that 
I ſhould not know how, in Human Reaſon, 
to fix on any. | 

Superſtition renders a Mana Fool, and Scep- 
tici/m is enough to make him Mad. To be- 
lieve Al! Ti binge, is above Reaſon; to give 
Credit to Nothing, is below it. I will oor 
the 1£ddle Path, and direct my Faith by 
my Reaſon. 

That Faculty tells me, that if I were 
inclined to Aaore the Sun, Moon and Stars 
for rheir Beauty and Influence, I might on 
the ame Ground Worſhip my own Eyes, with- 
out which I could not behold their tempting 
Splendors: Or, I might as well pay Divinze 
Honour to that more Intimate Sexſe, m 
Feeling, or any of- my other Seyſes, which 
only render me capable to. know the Vertue 
of theſe Luminaries: The ſame may be ſaid.

Was the Contemplation of J1/ouf Eb's 
Haarilla, an Arabian Philoſopher, That 
all Men were at Firſt Created in a State of 
War : For this Sage, gave no Credit to the 
Writings of Moſes, the Fewiſh Hiſtorian and 
Prophet; neither cou'd any Arguments perſwade 
him to believe, T hat all Afortals deſcended from 
Adam. "Twas an Article of his Faith, That 
in the fancy of the Yorld, Men were Form'd 
of the Prolifick Slime of the Earth, Impreg- 
nated by the Vigorous Warmth of the Sun, 
and that all other Animals had their Original 
in the ſame Manner: But that in Proceſs of 
Time, the Richnefs of the Seminal Soil being 
exhauſted by a continual Spontaneons Produ- 
(on of Living Creatures, there was no other 
Way to perpetuate the Various Kinds of Be- 
ngs, __ multiply the aivideals, but by 
the Ordinary Method of Generation. For 
which Reaſon, Nztare ſeems to have fſubdivi- 
ded every Species into Two Sexes.

an. Univerſal! War Commenc'd in+the #14,

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which by Various Methods of Improvement, 
was carry'd on by the Succeeding Generations, 
and continu'd to the Preſent Times- 

As for the Original of Governments, the 
Particular Time cannot be determin'd ; but 
ic may be ſuppoſed, That Men Generally find- 
ing the Inconvenience of theſe private Perſo- 
nal Combats, and by Degrees arriving to grea- 
ter Maturity of Experience, form'd them- 
{lves at Firſt into little Societies and Friena- 
ſhips, or as they dwelt near one another, or 
as they agreed in ſome Common Incli- 
nations, Principles, and Intereſts. From 
which Small Aſſociations, they gradually ſpread 
into Larger Communities, living under cer- 
tain Laws and Obligations of Mutual Peace, 
Tuſtice and Aſſiſtance toward each other, and 
of Defence againſt their Common Enemies:

Arm of the Sea» What Riſques will not a 
Man run, for the Love of Liberty > This Per- 
ſon, like an over-heated Stagg, perceiving his 
Hunters cloſe at his Heels, boldly leap'd on 
Horſe-back into the Sea ; chufing rather to 
periſh in the Waters, than fall into his Ene- 
mies Hands. 

None were fo hardy, as to follow him 
through the Uncertain Waves: However, his 
Horſe being of matchleſs Strength, carry'd 
him ſafe over to the Oppoſite Shore.” As ſoon 
as he arriv'd at the next Town, where he had 
many Friends, he related this Wonderful 
Paſlage. . But inſtead of cheriſhing his Horſe, 
for ſo Faithful and Invaluable a Service, - he 
drew his Sword, and immediately kill'd the 
Beaſt that had fav'd his Life : Saying, he did it 
for the Sake of Fame, being refolv'd, oy:

This was an Ungrateful Caprice, and far from 
the Morality of Sz/tan Selim, the Son of Ba- 
jazet, who when his Truſty Horſe, Carabs- 
lac, had once fav'd his Life by his extraordi- 
nary Swiftneſs; he in Token of his Thank- 
fulneſs, built a Stable on Purpoſe for him in 
a Large Encloſure of Meadows, allowing a 
Penſion toa Groom to wait on the Meritorious 
Beaſt, and give him his free Delight in all 
Things, as long as he livd ; Commanding, 
that he ſhou'd never more be forc'd to labour 
or travel. And to compleat the Happineſs 
of the Beaſt, he cull'd out ſome of the Beau- 
tifulÞt dares of Arabia to accompany him ; 
charging alſo, that the Doors of the Stable 
ſhou'd bs always open, for the Horfe to go 
in or out, and range when and where 
pleas'd- This was a Generofity worthy of an 
Eaſtern Moarch, whom, as thy Letter in- 
forms me, thou haſt in Part imitated. 

Burt ſuch is ſome Men's Ambition, and vain 
Defire to be ralk'd of, that they care not b 
what barbarous Methods, = accompli 
their Aim: It was a Motive of this Nature, 
which tempted Eroſtratss, to ſet Fire to the 
Famous Temple of Epheſus; which had been 
Two Hundred Years in Building, and was 
number'd among the Sevex Wonders of the 
World. 

This happen'd on the very Night, that 4- 
lexander the Great was born. And the FVi- 

lain hzing askd, Why he committed ſo de-

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fruftivea Sacrilege ; anſwer'd, That it was to

- up7 65 he cou'd not hope to be Recor- 
ded for his Vertme. 

Platarch mentions a Jeſt, that was made 
on this Deſtruction. of Diana's Temple. For 
it was common in every Bodies Mouth, That 
the Goddeſs being call d that Night to the 
Labour of Olympias, the Mother of Alexan- 
der, cou'd not be preſent at Home to fave 
her Houſe from Burning, For the Gentiles 
believed, that Diana (whom they alſo call'd 
Lacina) was Invifibly affiſtant at the Birth 
of Children. 

However, the Prieſts made no Teſt owt; 
but ran up and down howling and making 
Gaſhes in they Fleſh, ' preſaging that Fate 
wasthat Day buſied, in ſigning the Decree of

The Commands with which thou haſt ho- 
nour d me, came in an Acceptable Hour. I 
have receiv d therh with a Complacency 
which I cannot expreſs- My Eyes, were 10 
fx'd on the Lines of Great Purity, that I 
could not fora long Time take them oft. Thou 
haſt hit the Mark of my Aﬀection, in em- 
ptoying me to write what the moſt Impartiat 
Hiſtorians ſay of Jeſas, the Son of I1ary, the 
Criſtians MMeſſias. 

That Holy Prophet, was Honour'd by his 
very Enemies. Jo/ephasa Learned Jew, who 
liv d in his Time, and wrote the Hiſtory of 
= ' Nation, makes worthy Mention of 
1m. 

So did many of the Gentile Philoſophers, 
though they oppos'd his Diſciples and Follow- 
ers. Porphyry,whom the Chriſtians commonly 
repute as a bitter Enemy to their Profeſ/ton, 
yet calls Jeſus, Wiſe, Bleſſed and: Divine, 
That Sage, was exaſperated againſt a certain 
Setf of Nazarenes in his Time, whom they 
call d Gnofticks, Theſe corrupted the Do- 
Ettrines of Plato, and the Theology of the An- 


cients; wantonly mixing Humane Fables with , 


Divine Truths- Againft theſe, Porphyry 
ſharpen'd his Pen, and not- making a Dit- 
terence between them and other CRIES; 

rew 
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drew upon himſelf the HI-Will of them all. 
Yet he retaind a Profound Attach for the 
Me ſſtas. 

Wouldſt thou know the Circumſtances of 
this Holy Prophet's Birth? They were Glori- 
ous, even in Obſcurity- For, though his Fa- 
ther and Mother were then upon the Road 
to Jernſalem, Strangers at Bethlehem, and 
forc'd for want of Room in the Carvarſera, 
tolodge in a Stable with an Ox and an Afs, 
where the e//:za5s was -born, and laid in a 
Manger; Yet in this Contemptible State,there 
came ſome of the ſag out of Perſia and 
Chaldza, who brought Preſents to the _ 


. Tafant ; And having laid at his Feet Gol 


Myrrh and Incenſe, they proſtrated themſelves 
on the Ground, and praiſed God, the A7/t 
High King of All, in that he had honour d 
them with a Sight of the deſzas. 

This was in the 43d Year of the Reign of 
Aruguſtus Ceſar, the Roman Emperor. At 
which Time, one Herod was Preſident of Fx- 
aea. This Man being inform'd, That certain 
Nable Strangers were come out of the Zaſt to 
Feruſalem,he ſent tor them, and enquiring the 
Occaſ1ton of ſo tedious a Journey, they - gave 
him this Anſwer. ' 

* Peace bs to thee, O Sultan; There was 
* of Old Time, a Prophet of Great Fame in 
« our Nation, who, among other Predzt;ons 
* that have fince come to pals, left allo this in 
* Writing: 

* That in Pale/tine ſhould be born a Ckild 


* of Heavenly Race, who ſhould Rule over 
Os « the 


* the Greateſt Part of the World. And by 
* this Sign, Ye ſhall know the. Time and 
* Placeof his Birth : A ſtrange Star ſhall ap. 
* pear in the Firmament, which ſhall direct 
*you to the very Houſe where you may find 
* him. When Camatbre Ye ſhall behold this 
* Star, take Gold, Myrrh and Incenſe ; and 
* following the Condutt of the Star, go and 
< offer theſe Gifts to the Young Child; Then 
* return immediately to your Own Country, 
* leſt ſome Grievous Calamity befal you. 

* Now this Star has appeared to Us, We 
ow come to perform what was commanded 
© Us. 


Herod (aid to them, Te have done well. © Go. 


therefore and ſeek diligently for the Infant ; aud 
when Te have found him, come and tell me, thas 
I may go and pay him Homage alſo. 

But they never return d to him again: 
Wherefore, Herod in his Anger and Jcalouhie, 
commanded all the Infants in Bethlehem to be 
ftrangl'd, that had not been Born above Four 
and Twenty Afoons. But the Father and the 
Mother of the Holy Infant, fled away with him 
 mro the Land where it never Rains, the ſame 
Night that the ag: came. 

What I here relate to thee, Sage Bedrearn, 
is taken out of approvd Hiſtorians : For, 
many among the Gentiles, wrote of theſe 
Fhings befides the Chrifians. 

There was a Roman Philoſopher, much a- 
bout the ſame rime; a Man in great Eſteem 
with Ce/ar. To whom he wrote a Letter, 
wherein iz mentions the coming of the gr 
alter 
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after this manner. © Certain Oriental Per- 
* fzans, fays he, have fer Foot within the Li- 
* mits of thy Empire, bringing Preſents fit 
* only for Kings, to a certain Child, newly 
* born in the Comntry of the Fews. But who 
* this /zfant is, or whoſe Son, We are yet 
** Ixnorant. 

Thou ſeeſt, O Pious Dervich, that the 
Meſſias appear'd with no ſmall Luſtre, even 
in his Craale. And in his Early Years, he en- 
ter'd into the Temple, and diſputed with the 
Hebrew Rabbi's, convincing them of an Uni- 
verſal Defection from the Primitive Law of 
Moſes; declaring himſelf the 2eſſras, and 
yet. in Profound Humility acknowledging, 
That a Prophet ſhould come after him, who 
ſhould be preferred before him, the Dutt of - 
whoſe Feet he was ' not worthy to kiſs: 
This Paſſige the Chriſtians have perverted to 
another Senſe; but the Trze Faithful, know 
it was ſpoken only of Mahomet, the SE AL 
of the PROPHETS. 

The Time would fail me, to recount all 
the Stupendous Actions of this* Man's Lite : 
And in calling him CAN, I imitate his 
own Example; Since throughout the Goſpel, 
he never call'd himſelf Goa, or the Son of God, 
as the Chriſtians do, but moſt frequently 
gave himſelf the Title, of the $9» of Man. 
He turn'd Water into Wine, fed Five Thou- 
ſand People with Five Cakes and Two ſmall 
Tenches: Heal'd all Diſeaſes, re{tor'd Sight to 
them that were born Blind, Rais«d the Dead, 


went Inviſible through Crowds of his Ene- 
mies, 
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mies; and Finally, was taken up into Para- 
aiſe. 

Hp thou wouldt know more of this Holy 
Prophet ; There are Hiſtorians who ſay, he 
was Initiated in the 1ſteries of the Eſſenes, 
a certain Sect among the Jews. 

That Nation, it ſeems, was then divided 
into Seven Claſſes. Among which, this of 
the Eſſenes was none of the leaſt confide- 
rable, as being the moſt Religious Obſervers 
of the Law. Thejr Converſation was full of 
Humanity, both among themſelves, and to- 
ward Strangers: Avoiding Pleaſures, as Ene- 
mies to the Mind, and eſteeming Chaſtity the 
very Cement of all Vertues. Therefore they 
deſpisd Marriage, :s an Entanglement to Men 
devoted to Contemplation. They had alfo 
an Equal Contempt for Riches: No Man of 
this Sec? call'd any Thing his Own, though 
'ewere his Lawful Inheritance: But their 
Pofleſhons were in Common, and Equally 
diltributed. 

It was among their Myſteries, to Anoint 
their Bodies frequently with Oyl, and as 
often to waſh 'em with Running Water. 
They neither bought, nor ſold ; nor frequen- 
ted the Pablick Places : But every one com- 
municated freely ſuch Things as he poſleſs'd, 
to him that ſtood in Need. Thus there was 
a Reciprocal Exchange of Kindneſles and Afli- 
itance, according to every ones Faculty and 
Power- They were very Aſiduous in Watch- 
11g, Faſting and Prayer : Curious in obſerving 
the Various Names of the Ages, which they 

trequently 
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frequently repeated, Invocating thoſe Happy 
Beings, as the Mimiſters of the King Eternal. 
And thoſe who were exercis'd in this Kind of 
Religions Lite, arriv'd to ſo great a Conſtancy 
of Mind, that neither Racks, Fire, Sword, or 
any other Tortures could ever move 'em to 
Renounce their Law, or ſpeak the leaſt Word 
in Contempt of their 7»/#:tution. Nay, they 
would rather ſuffer 14artydom, than be pre- 
vaild on to taſte of any Thing that had Life 
m it: For they were ftrict Obſervers of the 
Law, which commands Perpetual Abſtinence 
from the Fleſh of Animals. 

It was an Eſtabliſh'd Article of their Faith, 
That%as foon as the Vion of Sou! and Boay 
was diflolv'd by Death, the Former by a Na- 
tural Inclination aſcends to the Skies; 'even as 
Sparks flie Upward, when freed from the Groſs 
Earthy Matter in which they lay Imyriſon'd. 

I have here given thee a ſhort and true Cha- 
rafter of the Eſſenes. Of which S$e&, all 
Chriſtians own the Meſſias to be a Favonrer, 
if not a Member ; in Regard he no where is 
Recorded to have upbraided them, as he of- 

ten did-tlie Phariſees, Saddncees, Herodians and 
the Reſt. | 

Time will not permit me to fay more at 
Preſent, concerning that Venerable Prophet. 
Bur if thou would'ſt have a Perfect 1dea of all 
his Yertues and SanCtity of Life, turn thy Eyes 
Inward, and fix 'em on thy ſelf. For thou 
art a Lively Tranſcript of the Holy Jeſus.

'Tis certain the Ancients had another Opini- 
on of the Beaſts, than theſe French Phrloſo- 
phers, who deny ?em the Uſe of Reaſon. So- 
crates, usd to {wear by the Animal Genera- 
tions, and fo did Rhadamanthus before him- 
The EgJpt:ans Form'd the Images of their 
Goas, in the Similitude -of Beaſts, or ZBtiras, 
or Fiſhes, So the Grecian: fix'd the Horns of 
a Ram on the Head of Jupiter's Statwe, and 
thoſe of a Br/l on the Image of Bacchus. They 
compounded the [mage of Pan of a _— 

an 
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and a Goat,and painted the uſes and Graces 
with Wings: And the Poet Pindar rakes all 
the Gods Winged, and diſguiſes them in the 
Shapes of ſeveral Beaſts, when in his Hymns 
he introduces them chas'd by Ty7yphon. Thou 
knoweſt alſo, That our Holy Dottors affirm 
the Angel Gabriel to have Wings, with One 
of which he once gave a Mark to the oor. 
When the Poets bring in Japiter courting 


Pafiphae, he appears in the Form of a Bll. ' 


And in his other Amoanrs, if we may believe 
them, he chang'd himſelf ſometimes into a 
Swan, then into an Eagle. They report allo, 
That he was ſuckl'd by a Goa. 

For theſe and other Reaſons, the Ancients 
not only forbore to injure their Fellow- Ani- 
mals, but entertain'd them with ſingular Af- 
fetion and Friendſhip» A Dove was the 
Darling of Semiramis A Dog was the Pl 
of Cyrus. Philip, King of Macedon, made a 
Swan his Companion. And our Holy Law- 
giver, was often wont to ſport himſelf with 
a Cat. Helovd this Creatare, for its Clean» 
Iyneſs and Attivity ; and therefore we /1»/- 
ſulmans, generally havea Cat in great Eſteem 
and Veneration. 

That Favourite of Ged, underſtood the 
Banguages 'of Beaſts, and convers'd as fa- 
miliarly with them as with Men. So it is 
fam'd: of delampns and Tyreſras of Old, as 
alſo of Apollonins Tyanexs, who affirm'd to 
bis Friend fitting by him, that a Sparrow 
which he heard chirping to his Fellows, told 
them of an A/s which he had ſeen fall down 
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with his Load, a little Way off from that 
Place. It is alſo recorded of a Boy, who un- 
derſtood all the Voices of Birds, and by that 
Means could foretel things to come, That 
his Mother, by pouring Urine into his Ears 
when he was aſleep, deprived him of this In- 
comparable Gitr, for Fear he ſhould betaken 
from her, and preſented co the Xing. There 
15no Queſtion, but ſeveral Nations have acer- 
tain Knowledge of the Speech of ſome Animals. 
My Comntrymen, by a Peculiar Gift beſtow'd 
on our Fathers and their Poſterity for ever, 
underſtand the Langxage of Crows and Eagles. 
And the Ancients were ſo well vers'd in this 
Knowledge, that when they convers'd with the 
Btras, or at leaſt when they heard them in 
their Language utter >= of what ſhou'd 
ſhortly happen on Earth, they perſwaded 
themſelves, that thoſe Birds were the /Meſſer- 
gers of the Gods. Therefore the Eagle was fup- 
posd to be the —— of Tupiter, * 
Crowand Hawk, of Apollo, the Sik of Tano, 
the Owl of Minerva, and o of others. 

It is evident, that our Common Hunt ſmer 
underſtand the Different Foices of their Dogs, 
when at a Diſtance they fignifie by One Kind 
of Cry, that they are queſting after the Hare ; 
by Azether, that they have found her ; by a 
Third, that they bave taken her, or that \ſhe 
is turn'd to the Right Hand or to the Left. So 
thoſe who look after Cattel, know by the 
Viice of the Bull, when he is Hungry, Thirſty 
or Weary, or when he is ſtung with Luſt. So 


by the Roaring of the Lyon , the Howling of 
Waotves, 
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Wotpes, the Baaing of Sheep, Men are made 
ſenfibk of the various Wants, Inclinations 
and Paſſions of thoſe Creatures. 

Nor are theſe Animals Fenorant of our 
7 EHAge, but by our Voice and Words they 
know when we are angry orpleas'd, when we 
calt them tous, or drive them from us: And 
our Domeſtick Animals obezy accordmgly, 
with asmuch Promptneſs and Alacrity, as a 
Man or Maid-Servant. All which cowd net 
be, if they were not endu'd with Facs/ties 
conformable to ours. They alfo teach their 
Young, ones to. fing Artificially. Ina Litter 
of Dogs, Hantſmen chuſe the Beſt by this 
Expernnent. They take all the ##eips from 
the Birch , and carry them to ſome Place a 
little diſtant ; Then they obſerve, which ſhe 
firft carries back again, and thoſe always proves 
the Beſt Dogs. What is this D:/f:ngur/hing 
rx, in the Birch, but Reaſon, or ſomething 

it? 

We ſee apparently, that every Living Crea- 
ture knows its own Weakneſs or Strength, 
and knows how to uſe moſt dextrouſly thoſe 
—_— with which Natzre has furniſh'd 
it for its Own Defence. They are alſo ſenfi- 
ble, what. Places are moſt Convenient for 
them to dwell in, and which not. Thus the 
Weakeſt Creatures, as Dogs and Cats, live al- 
together in Hoxſes and Cities with Men: 
Whilſt the Zyons, Tygers and fuch Fierce Ant- 
mals, dwell in the Deſert. Thus Sparrows 
and Swallows make themſelves almoſt De- 
mweſtick with Men , whilſt Eagles, Howke, 


Valtares 
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Vultures and other Birds of Prey; | build their 
Neſts in Woods or Rocks, remote from Hw- 
mane Society- Some Birds change their Ha- 
bitations at certain Seaſons of the Year, asbeſt 
{wits with their Convenience : Others always 
remain in the ſame Place. The ſame is ob- 
ſferv'd m Fiſhes. And in all Living Creatmres, 
itis eafie to trace the Footſteps of Prudence and 
Forecaſt, in order to their Own Preſervation. 


_ Let Men call this what they Pleaſe, nſtintt 


or Natare, or Sence; it 1s evident, that there 
is an Exact Contormity and Reſemblance be- 
tween theſe Facalties in Brates, and what we 
call Reaſon, Wiſdom or Pragence tn Xen. And 
we have no more Ground to conclude them 
void -of Rorſon, becauſe they do not enjoy it 
in that Perfe&ion as our ſelves ; than we have 
to conclude our ſelves +/ind or deaf, becaufe 
we /ce not ſo clearly, and hear not fo readi- 
ly asthe Brutes : And, that we have no Legs, 
— we run not ſo ſwiftly as ſome of them 
Ds 

Doubtleſs, the Brztes are endu'd with a 
Faculty of Reaſon as well as we; but this Fa- 
cxlty 1n them, is Weak and Imperfect for 
want of Ds/ciplineand Art, which poliſh all 
things This is maniteſt, from thofe Crea- 
tures Which are Taught to dance, and play a 
Thouſand Tricks ; to tell Money, to ſhoot 
off Guns, to find out hidden Things, and 
bring them ſome Miles to their faſters, as 
well Educated Spanie/s will do. What can 
be a greater Argumenr, ofthe Proficiency they 
make in Reaſon and Knowleage > Are not £- 
"x lephants 
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lephants taught all the Arts of War,and plac'd 
in the very Front of the Batie/? Do not the 
Indian Princes repoſe as much Truſt in their 
Carriage and Condutt, as in the Service of 
their Stouteſt and Wiſeſt Commanders? This 
Creature is as trattable and prompt to learn 
any Thing when Young, as a Zoyat School; 
which cannot be done, without the Ute of 
Reaſon. 

Toconclude, I have omitted Five Hundred 
Arguments, which might be brought to prove 
the Brate Animals to have Soxls as well as We, 
to have Faculties and Aﬀettions conform to 
Ours. And therefore, it is little leſs Injuſtice 
to Kill and Eat them, becaufe they cannot 
ſpeak and converſe with us, than 4t would be 
for a Canibal to murder and devour thee or 
me, becauſe we underſtood not his Langnage 
nor he ours. | 

God who Locketh up the #/mas during the 
Time the Ha/cyox hatcheth her Tong, thereby 
ſhewing, that this Bird is his Favearite ; will 
afluredly grant us a Perpetual Tranquility, it 
we abſtain trom injuring our Fellow- Animal:.

that Part of Aſia which was then call'd Ba- 
&ria. Such was Apollonias Tyantns, Phili- 
ſtides Swacuſanus,' with many others of An- 
cient” Date: Theſe underftood the Hidden 
Force of the Elements, the Influence of the 


Stars, the Specifick - Operation of Metals, 


Minerals, and other Subterranean Bodies, 
with the Virtues of all Vegetables. They 
knew exaftly how to frame 4ſtral Images and 
Taliſmans, by the Help of which they were 
able to effet Wonders. And all this perhaps, 
without once dreaming of Infernas Spirits, cr 
having the leaſt Society with Dew/-. 

Yer I believe, Laciay, an Ancient Writer, 
who never ſpoke ſeriouſly of any Thing, ſcarce 
believ'd himfelf, when he related the $S:ory 
of Pazcrates, a Famous MM#2ictan of Err, 
who by theſe Taliſmans, was able to tranl- 
torm [animate things into the Appearance 
at leaſt of Ziving Creatures: Thus he wou'd 
turn a Stick or Piece of Wood into a ſeeming 
Man, who ſhou'd walk, difcourſe, and per- 
form all the Attions of a Rational Being. 

A certain Stranger travelling with him once 
to Memphis, and -lying with him in the ſame

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from their Camels, Pancrates took a Plank 
of Oak, and having touch'd it with his 7a//- 
-2#an, and pronounc'd Two or Three Syllables, 
incontinently the Stock moy'd, ſtood upright, 
walk'd, and taking the Camels by the Bridle, 
Jed them to the Stables : After which, this 
Wooden Man came in and prepar'd their P:l- 
law ; went of whatſoever Errands Pancrates 
ſent him. And when they departed,the 2fa- 
gician uling a certain Private Ceremony, this 
Officious Servant return'd' to a Plank again. 
[This was his PraGtice all along the Road. 
One Day his Fellow-Traveller being re- 
ſolvd to try the Experiment, took Advyan- 
tage of the agician's Abſence, who was 
rw to the Temple, and had left his Talsſmarn 
hind him. The Curious Traveller, having 
been often an Eye Witneſs of this Trick,takes 
a Piece of Wood, and touches it with Pancra- 
tes's Taliſman, repeating the Syllables he had 
heard him utter. Immediately the [nanimate 
Timber became a May, asking his Pleaſure- 
The Travelker aftoniſh'd at the Event, com- 
manded his new Servant to bring him a Bucket 
of Water.

Laſtly, That if he be King, he will diſpoſe 
of Preferments as be thinks fit» And, in Fine, 
That he will not be the Shadow of a King, 
without the Subſtantial Prerogatives of Sove- 
reignty. 

'Tis added, That when the L2xeez heard 
his Reply, ſhe faid aloud, 7 propos d thoſe Ar- 
ticles only to try his : 3p" Now I eſteem him 
Worthy to Reign, whos ſo well underſtands the 
"61 65. Ahodhr. 7 Rights of 4 Monarch. 

This Intelligence comes by a. Secretary to 
the Spaniſh Embaſſador who is newly come 
out of Sweden, to Negotiate at this Court a 
Ten Years Trace between France and Spain. 

Here is likewiſe an Embaſſador from Portu- 
gal, who acquaints the Court, That the Por- 
tugreze have Expell'd the Hollanders out cf 
the Places they held in the Ea/t Indies. Bur, 
if our /erchants bring true Intelligence, the 
Tartars will Exterminate all the Fravks that 
are in China- ; :

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In the mean Time, the Young K:ng of 
France, paſles away his Hours in Dancing, 
_ of Plays, and other Recrearions, pro- 
vided with vaſt Expence by Cardinal Ma- 
z4rini, to divert him from medling with Pb- 
lick Afairs, and from thinking too ſeriouſly 
on the Sentence he has Pronounc'd in Parb- 
ament, againſt the Prince of Conae. 

One knows not well, how to blame the 
Prince of Conde's Proceedings ; nor yet, to 
accuſe the King of Injuſtice. Neither is it 
proper for a /1«ſ[n/man-Slave, to decide the 
Controyerly : Our Principles and Laws, are 
difterent from Theirs : And he that is eſteem'd 
a Patriot here in the Weſt, wou'd be Con- 
demn'd tor a Rebe/, without Hefitation, in 
any Part of the Eaft ; where but One God in 
Heavez, and One Sovereign on Earth, is ac- 
knowledgd by the Subjes of every Kingdons 
and Empire. | 

But in France, the Prices of the Royal 
Blood, are Inveſted with ſuch a Power as ren- 
ders it difficult for thoſe under their Com- 
mand, to diſtinguiſh'em trom Supream Alo- 
narchs.

To Sale Tircheni Emin, Superin- 
tendant of the Royal Arſenal at 
 Conltantinople: 


H OU that haſt the Charge of the Am- 
11nition defign'd for the Conqreſt of the 
World, att fitteſt to receive the News of a 
Terrible Blow lately given to a City of the 
Infidels in Flanders. 

This Place is called Gravelines, whereof I 
have made Mention in ſome of my former 
Letters. On the 29th of the laſt Ion, the 
Powder of the fagazine there took Fire, 
whether by Accident or Deſign, is not certain- 
ly known : But the Damage it has done, 1s 
very great, Ir is reported , That a Third 
Part of the City is blown up, arid the Chief 
Fortifications about it, with the Ontwirks of 
the Cittade/.

kke to make me abhorr it for Ever. In all 
Proveaility, I ſhall turn as ſtrict and- pre- 
cile as an Fodgia. For, mn the Midft of my 
Draught, I had almott ſwallowed a Great 
Svider, which lay drowned in the Wine-' The 
iittle Beaſt, had pafs'd my Lips; but I ſoon 
cleard my Mouth, of ſo Ungratefat- a'Mor- 
{l. I wiſh I could as eafily diſcharge my 7- 
magination, of the hated 1dea's it has imbibed 
*with this E:tal Potion. Not that I think I 
az poiſoned, or have received any Real Da- 
mage 
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mage from the Spider : The worſt Yenory, lies 
in my. own Phancy. It will be Impoflible 
for all the Water in France, to waſh -away 
the Prejudices I have Conceiv'd againſt this 
little 1r/ett, I have a perfeftt Antipathy a- 
2ainſt 1t- The Sight of a Spider, would al- 
ways make me ſweat and tremble. Now, if 
ever I ſhould taſte of Wine again, I ſhould 
imagine every Mouthful I ſwallowed, had a 
Spider in it. - My Reaſon tells me, there 
were no Danger, if I had onein my Stomach; 
having ſeen a Phyſician, without the Uſe of 
any Antidote, ſwallow Two or Three large 
Spiders inaGlals of Wine: And this was his 
ordinary Practice every Morning.

daring to call in Queſtion what has been 
tranſmitted to them from the Axthority of 
Such and Such a 7/:irer. They Superſtitioully 
revere as an Oracle, the Mannſcripts of a 
Mortal Man like themſelves, and Subje& toas 
many Frailties and Miſtakes And all this, 
only becauſe they have been taught to do fo 
from their /:farcy : So Forcible is the Influ- 
ence of Eaxcation. Thus the Hebrews be- 
lieve the Records of their Nation to be of Di- 
vixe Original, though they want not Verbal 
Contradictions, and abound with Zogical and 
Philoſophical Inconhiſtencies- But,that which 
is of Greateſt Moment 1s, that neither they, 
nor any other 1Vation, no not even the 4b: 
rian or Egyptian Recorar, come near the Im- 
menſe Chronologies of the Chineſe and Indian:. 
So that amidſt ſuch a Variety of Accounts; a 
Man knows not where to fix his Belief. Bur, 
Whether the 27/4 be only Five or Six Thou- 
ſand Years Old, or of a more Indefinite Anti- 
quity, this is a ſure Aſfaxcim, That Something 
3s Eternal, Even the Jews and Chriſtians, 
who deny the Eternity of Matter, and af- 
ſert the Creation of the World out of IN 0- 
THING, in a Determin'd Period of Time, 
muſt of Necefitty own, There was an Eter- 
nal, and Infinite Emptymeſs or Vacuity, which 
Is the ſame as Moſes calls by the Name of 
NOTHING.

in Philoſophy, as the Eternity of Matter does 
in their Divinitz- Nay, if I miſtake not, 'tis 
of a worſe Conſequence, even in the Doftrines 
of Religion, to aſſert an Infinite Privation, or 
Want of Exiſtence, to be Coeternal with the

Atind, Every-where Preſent, the Root and 
Baſes of AllThings Viſible and Inviſible, whom 
we call Alla, the Swpport of Infinite Ages, the 
Rock and Stay of the Univerſe.
